Ten years after she first sug¬ 
gested a Februaiy holiday 
for Nova Scotia, the current 
finance minister says she’s 
proud and pleased that it’s 
finally going to happen. 

“I just wasn’t sure how 
many years we were going to 
have to wait, but I always had 
faith that it was coming,” said 
Diana Whalen. 

Nova Scotians will enjoy 
the province’s inaugural Herit¬ 
age Day on Monday, now en¬ 
shrined as the province’s sixth 
statutory holiday, falling on 
the third Monday in Februaiy 
eveiyyear. 

Whalen first tabled a private 


member’s resolution for a Feb¬ 
ruaiy holiday as an opposition 
MLA in 2005, when Alberta 
was the only province to have 
a long weekend to break up the 
long Christmas-Easter stretch. 

“I kept asking eveiy year 
and it seemed like eveiy year 
another province is getting it.... 
I could just see the momentum 
growing across the country,” 
she said. 

The Liberal government 
moved quickly to implement 
the holiday soon after being 
elected in November 2013, 
designating it “Heritage Day,” 
with a list of historical figures 
that will be honoured in turn, 
year after year. 

Whatever the name, 
Whalen said she’s just happy 
that most Nova Scotians vail 
finally get an extra day to relax. 

“We have the fewest statu- 
toiy holidays in the countiy 
and that’s pretty important.... 
We have to look at a fair, bal¬ 
anced work life for our workers 
as well,” she said.

Business. Popular 
retail outlet now 
hiring for city 



If the rumours are true, one 
of Halifax’s most tallced- 
about downtown streets 
could be home to a new 
high-profile retailer, which 
is welcome news to some 
businesses along the strip. 

Social media reports 
indicate that American- 
owned retailer Urban Out¬ 
fitters, which sells a mix of 
clothing and home decor, 
would be opening its doors 
in May in the former loca¬ 
tion of Sam the Record Man. 

Neither the building’s 
owner Starfish Properties or 
Urban Outfitters returned 
Metro Halifax’s interview 
requests by Thursday after¬ 
noon, but the retailer’s 
website features several job 
postings for a location with¬ 
in the city. 

Paul MacKinnon is the 
executive director of the 
Downtown Halifax Business 
Commission and said he 
doesn’t see any downside 
to the potential of big chain 
stores opening along the 
street, which he said has 
been sitting in the shadow 
of its former retail glory for 
years. 

“The real concern is that 
we’ve got lots of missing 
teeth on the street,” he said 
of the high vacancy rates 
Thursday. 

The opening of a big- 
name retailer not only 
means filled storefronts, 


MacKinnon said, but be¬ 
lieves it offers added draw 
to entice more locals to 
come downtown more 
often — a belief shared by 
other Barrington business 
owners. 

“Barrington Street needs 


as much retail as it can get 
just to draw people down 
here and make them feel 
like coming down here as 
a shopping destination, not 
just a walk-through,” said 
Rachael Grant, co-owner of 
clothing and jewelry bou¬ 



tique J & R Grimsmo. 

“More traffic is more 
traffic for everyone.” 

Elizabeth Macmichael 
of Freak Lunchbox agreed, 
saying the rumour has been 


circling for nearly a year, 
but is nevertheless exciting. 

“Having a larger brand 
come into the downtown is 
great,” she said, explaining 
that many tourists and stu¬ 
dents bypass the street com¬ 
pletely and mainly frequent 
Spring Garden Road. 

MacKinnon acknow¬ 
ledged concerns that a big 
chain moving onto the 
street could push up rents 
and pose a threat to in¬ 
dependent, locally owned 
businesses, but doesn’t be¬ 
lieve Barrington is at a stage 
to worry about that yet.

Incarceration. Woman 
struggling for answers 
after son dies in 
Burnside jail from 
methadone overdose 


Elizabeth Cromwell has been 
fighting for almost a year to 
get answers about the jail- 
house death of her son, a 
23-year-old man who was in 
prison awaiting a court hear¬ 
ing when he suddenly over¬ 
dosed on methadone. 

What the Halifax woman 
has found out so far doesn’t 
add up. Clayton Cromwell 
wasn’t part of a methadone 
treatment program, leaving 
his mother wondering how 
he obtained the drug in the 
Burnside jail and what safe¬ 
guards were in place that 
may have saved his life. 

“I want justice for Clay¬ 
ton,” she said in a phone 
interview. “This ... devas¬ 
tated my life. I don’t want 
somebody else’s mom get¬ 
ting a phone call and a visit 
from the chaplain.” 

Cromwell was found un¬ 
responsive in his cell at the 
Central Nova Scotia Correc¬ 
tional Facility on April 7. At 
the time, he was being held 
for a court appearance on a 
drug trafficking charge after 
he was arrested while on 
probation. 

A medical examiner’s 
report provided by Crom¬ 
well’s family says he died ac¬ 
cidentally from an overdose

of methadone. The amount 
of methadone found in his 
blood according to the re¬ 
port is consistent with a 
single therapeutic dose, 
depending on one’s body 
weight, the Capital District 
Health Authority said. 

But Cromwell wasn’t 
supposed to be taking the 
drug and he “did not have 
extensive prior methadone 
use and tolerance,” says the 
report. 

Cromwell’s mother said 
she wants to know whether 
rules governing the distribu¬ 
tion of methadone were fol¬ 
lowed and whether reforms 
are needed, but her appeals 
for answers have been re¬ 
buffed by government offi¬ 
cials while a police investi¬ 
gation continues. 

Her own freedom-of- 
information request for an 
internal inquiry was refused. 
Officials cited the need to 
protect her dead son’s pri¬ 
vacy. 

But the bits of informa¬ 
tion the 52-year-old woman 
has received disturb her and 
lead to more questions. 

On the day before Crom¬ 
well’s death, all inmates 
were locked up in the unit 
for a search, prison rec¬ 
ords say. His mother said 
he didn’t call her that day, 
which was unusual for him. 

Those same records say 
another inmate was rushed 
to a hospital as staff distrib¬ 
uted medications. 

The next day, a chaplain 
came to his mother’s home 
to tell her Cromwell died. 


Elizabeth Cromwell said 
the lack of information on 
her son’s case adds to her 
grief as his birthday ap¬ 
proaches on Monday. 

She’s left wondering 
whether her son’s cell was 
among those searched for 
drugs and whether another 
inmate had an overdose the 
day before. 

The Capital District 
Health Authority said it pro¬ 
vides methadone to inmates 
who were undergoing meth¬ 
adone treatment prior to in¬ 
carceration and the dosages

New holiday. Finance 
minister says ‘only a 
few’ complaints about 
extra paid day off

Although there were con¬ 
cerns about the effects of 
another statutory holiday to 
small businesses in Nova Sco¬ 
tia, it appears they’ve been 
muted by the anticipation of 
an extra day off. 

The new Heritage Day 
statutoiy holiday means em¬ 
ployees who qualify for the 
holiday will get a day off 
with pay, raising concerns 
about the cost involved with 
no business revenue coming 
in, especially for small busi¬ 
nesses. 

But the heads of two busi¬ 
ness associations in Halifax 
said their members haven’t 
raised much in the way of op¬ 
position so far. 

“If you were to call me and 
ask about commercial taxes, 


I could talk to you for three 
hours about the complaints 
from my members,” said 
Karla Nicholson of the Quin- 


pool Road Business Associa¬ 
tion Thursday, who also says 
the issue “is not at the top of 
the complaint list right now.” 


North End Business As¬ 
sociation executive director 
Patty Cuttell-Busby, who was 
in the midst of preparations 


for events honouring Viola 
Desmond, said has heard 
only words of support for the 
new holiday from member 
businesses. 

“Most of the businesses 
in our district are small busi¬ 
nesses; a lot of sole propri¬ 
etors out there,” she said. 

“So this is a day for them 
to spend with their family, 
doing something outside in 
the wintertime.” 

The Liberal government 
announced the new holiday 
in 2014 but said it wouldn’t 
happen until this year, a 
decision Finance Minister 
Diana Whalen said may have 
helped mitigate some of the 
business concerns. 

“This way they could get 
themselves organized and 
know that there would be an 
extra holiday this year and 
make whatever changes they 
needed,” said Whalen, who’s 
only received a “handful” of 
complaints about the holi¬ 
day. 

“It’s only been a few, and 
I really think that as it be¬ 
comes an annual event, that 
will just dissipate,” she said. 
“It has in other provinces.”

The Digby native, now liv¬ 
ing in Fall River, is one of six 
artists showcasing their typog¬ 
raphy work at Argyle Fine Art 
as part of the Textual Feelings 
exhibit, which runs Saturday 
until March 7. 

“I’m able to say the things 
I’m not veiy good at saying 
with my voice,” the 25-year- 
old said Thursday. “It’s com¬ 
pletely organic and hand- 
drawn ... tying typography 
with illustration.” 

Stanton is showcasing val¬ 
entines and other pieces in 
the show, but said much of 
her art centres around a pas¬ 
sion for her home province 
and the sea. 

She was introduced to typ¬

“It was terrifying, surreal

Even with the internation¬ 
al connections, Stanton said 
it’s important for her to stay in 
the province, as most people 
her age leave to find work. 

“Many people think, ‘I 
want to get out ... this small 
town is holding me back.’ 
But I think it empowers you. 
I think you can take pride in 
your home and take pride in 
the place that’s so beautiful,” 
Stanton said. 

She added that it’s up to 
government and eveiyone 
in the province to turning 
around the mindset of telling 
young people: “There’s noth¬ 
ing here for you.” 

“What can you offer this 
place?” Stanton said. “Don’t 
look for things this place can 
offer you, but what can you do 
to make it better? 

“If eveiyone worked 
together that way I think we’d 
be thriving.”

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Khyber’s pain at city arts grant rejection

Society member wants 
to improve relationship 
with powers that be 


The artistic director of a well- 
known artist-run centre in Hali¬ 
fax says she’s more disappoint¬ 
ed than surprised not to make 
the city’s cut for funding. 

Hannah Guinan of the 


Khyber Arts Society said their 
application for an $11,352.20 
grant for operating assistance 
ranked well, but according 
to a report released last week 
was denied due to “previ¬ 
ously committed municipal 
assistance directed toward the 
organization’s operational cap¬ 
acity for a three-year period.” 

Guinan said assistance 
came in the form of a one-time 
$45,000 subsidy granted by the 
municipality last May, intend¬ 


ed to cover the costs of moving, 
storage and renovations after 
the centre was booted from its 
former building on Barrington 
Street due to asbestos and re¬ 
located to Cornwallis Street. 

“You want the support of 
your city,” Guinan said Thurs¬ 
day. “The relationship with the 
city has been stressful in the 
past, but I’d really like to form a 
better relationship and gamer 
their support.” 

Guinan said with the big 


move it’s been a challenging 
year for the Khyber, both finan¬ 
cially and programming wise. 

The grant would have 
helped cover the day-to-day 
operating costs of running the 
centre, such as rent, as well as 
paying artists’ wages, she said. 

“We pay artists a proper 
wage and that’s important for 
us and that’s why we’re here,” 
she said. ’’That money would 
have covered 30 exhibitions.”

Halifax Transit. Schedule 
reflects bridge redecking 


Halifax Transit has released 
the new service schedule for 
bus routes that will be im¬ 
pacted due to the redecking of 
Macdonald Bridge. 

City spokesperson Tiffany 
Chase said beginning Feb. 23, 
no buses will be travelling 
across the bridge from Sunday 
to Thursday after 6:30 p.m., 
until the bridge is reopen the 
next morning. 

In total, eight bus routes 
will be affected. 

Chase explained transit rid¬ 
ers in the evenings will have 
to transfer to a shuttle bus to 
cross the MacKay bridge. 

She said Halifax Harbour

The main shuttle pickup 
and drop-off locations will be 
at Scotia Square mall at the 
comer of Barrington and Duke 
streets and the Bridge Termin¬ 
al in Dartmouth. 

On Thursday, Chase also 
said weekday feny service to 
Alderney Landing will be in¬ 
creased from eveiy 30 to 15 
minutes after msh hour, start¬ 
ing March.

The ferry’s Sunday service 
will also begin operating on 
their Saturday schedule.

End of life Premier 
says conversation 
should be a mature one 


Canadians need to have a 
mature conversation about 
assisted dying following 
last week’s decision by the 
Supreme Court of Canada, 
Nova Scotia Premier Ste¬ 
phen McNeil said Thursday. 

McNeil said it’s time to 
reach out to the public and 
the medical community to 
find out if there is a way to 
allow people to end their 
lives when faced with a ter¬ 
minal illness. 

“I’m not sure we as the 
state or individuals should 
be making that determin¬ 
ant for them when they 
know there is no other out¬ 
come but passing away,” 
said McNeil. 

“It’s my hope the Su¬ 
preme Court’s decision will 
engage Canadians in how 
we do that.” 

The high court ruling 
struck down the ban on 


doctor-assisted death. 

It also gives Parliament 
a year to draft legislation 
that recognizes the right 
of clearly consenting adults 
who are enduring intoler¬ 
able physical or mental 
suffering to seek medical 
help in ending their lives. 

It does not limit doctor- 
assisted death to those 
suffering a terminal illness. 

Justice Minister Peter 
MacKay said Wednesday the 
federal government would 
be taking the time it needs 
to respond to the issue. 

McNeil said the provin¬ 
cial government won’t play 
any role as Ottawa consid¬ 
ers its next step. 

Quebec became the first 
province to adopt its own 
right-to-die legislation last 
summer. 

That bill sets out strict 
conditions under which 
doctors would administer 
“continuous palliative sed¬ 
ation” until death. 

The Quebec law is ex¬ 
pected to take effect by De¬ 
cember at the latest.

A former employee of Har¬

Fahmy, a Canadian jour¬ 
nalist who has spent more 
than a year in a Cairo pris¬ 
on, was ordered released on 
bail by an Egyptian court on 
Thursday pending a retrial on 
terror-related charges. 

His case returns to court 
on Feb. 23. 

Fahmy’s supporters have 
been critical of Harper’s in¬ 
volvement, imploring him to 
intervene directly in Fahmy’s 
case with Egyptian President 
Abdel Fattah el-Sissi. 


Asked Thursday whether 
he’d spoken directly to el- 
Sissi, Harper wouldn’t say so 
directly, but did suggest he’d 
been in touch with his Egyp¬ 
tian counterpart. 

“Our government has for 
sometime now has been in 
contact with Egyptian author¬ 
ities at all levels, including 


my level,” Harper said.

Several potential organ 
donors are undergoing tests 
at a Toronto hospital and doc¬ 
tors say they are hopeful they 
will soon find a match for a 
little girl who needs a new 
liver to survive.

Wagner, who has Alagille 


syndrome, a genetic disorder 
that affects vital organs, re¬ 
ceived a part of her father’s 
liver Tuesday, but her twin 
sister Binh, who suffers from 
the same condition, is still 
waiting for a donor. 

Dr. Gaiy Levy, who runs 
the liver donor program at 


the Toronto General Hospital, 
said Phuoc and her father, Mi¬ 
chael Wagner, are “recover¬ 
ing well” following the sur¬ 
geries. 

He said more than 400 
potential donors have come 
forward since the Kingston, 
Ont., family made a public 


plea last month and he hopes 
a donor match for Binh is 
close. 

“We anticipate that within 
the next short while, seven to 
14 days, we will define sev¬ 
eral individuals who can step 
forward to be the donor for 
Binh,” Levy said. 


Phuoc remains in hospital 
and really wants a hug from 
her mother, said the girls’ 
mother, Johanne Wagner. 

She called her husband, 
Michael Wagner, her “hero” 
for giving part of his liver to 
Phuoc.

50 th birthday. Canada 
prepares to celebrate 
now-beloved Maple 
Leaf flag this Sunday 


When Lester B. Pearson un¬ 
veiled his top pick for a new 
Canadian flag at a Winnipeg 
legion hall in July 1964, he was 
met with boos, hisses and heck¬ 
ling from veterans who accused 
him of selling out Canada to 
the “pea soupers.” 

The Liberal prime minister 
had campaigned a year earlier 
on replacing the Red Ensign 
— the country’s unofficial flag 
that paired Canada’s coat of 
arms and the Union Jack — 
with a uniquely Canadian em¬ 
blem as the 1967 centennial 
approached. 

As Canada prepares to cele¬ 
brate its now-beloved flag’s 
50th birthday on Sunday, the 
national brawl that erupted as 
Pearson forged ahead with his 


plans is a distant memoiy. 

“It was the debate, the 
issue,” said Conservative Sen. 
Marjoiy LeBreton, who worked 
in opposition leader John Dief- 
enbalcer’s office as the battle 


raged on. In a recent interview, 
LeBreton pointed out that Can¬ 
ada’s military veterans had 
fought under the Red Ensign in 
two world wars — one of which 
had only ended 20 years earlier. 


Nonetheless, young Can¬ 
adians argued with their par¬ 
ents about the need for a new 
flag; one would-be designer 
even submitted a flag proposal 
festooned with John, Paul, 


George and Ringo as Beatle- 
mania gripped North America. 

Some English-Canadians, 
meantime, accused French-Can- 
adians — the aforementioned 
“pea soupers” — of being be¬ 
hind the push to cut Canada’s 
ties to Great Britain even as one 
Quebec MP, Pierre Trudeau, 
sniffed that Quebecers didn’t 
give a “tinker’s damn” about a 
new flag. 

Just a few months after Pear¬ 
son’s PR disaster in Winnipeg, 
however, he managed to con¬ 
vince a majority of parliamen¬ 
tarians — including Conserva¬ 
tives — to vote in favour of the 
red Maple Leaf chosen by his 
flag selection committee as the 
new official emblem. 

It wasn’t the flag he liked 
best and had displayed to the 
angry legion members that 
summer. The so-called Pearson 
Pennant, a sprig of three red 
maple leaves bordered by blue 
bars, ultimately lost out to the 
flag Canadians know today.

Sewing a piece of 
Canadian history 

Five decades ago, a young 
Joan O’Malley was sum¬ 
moned by her father one 
snowy November night to 
sew Canada’s first Maple 
Leaf flag. 

On the flag’s 50th 
birthday this Sunday, she’ll 
be celebrating with as many 
as 900 other snowbirds at a 
party in Panama City Beach, 
Fla. where she’s sure to be 
belle of the ball. 

“I remember thinking it 
was beautiful, and wonder¬ 
ing: ‘Why shouldn’t Canada 
have its own flag?”’ said 
O’Malley. “The maple leaf 
was a symbol all Canadians 
recognized, and that flag 
was stunning, as far as I was 
concerned. I loved it.”

Lester B. Pearson was so de¬ 
lighted by his pick for a poten¬ 
tial new Canadian flag that the 
Liberal prime minister sum¬ 
moned some journalists to 24 
Sussex Drive in the summer of 
1964 to show it off. 

“He was like a boy with a 
new bicycle,” Toronto Tele¬ 
gram reporter Ron Collister is 
quoted as saying in the 1968 
book Assignment Ottawa by 
colleague Peter Dempson. 

About a dozen reporters 
were invited to enjoy a cup of 
tea with Pearson at 24 Sussex 
in July ’64 and watch him un¬ 
furl his choice for the new flag, 
dubbed the Pearson Pennant. 

As the reporters left, how¬ 
ever, Pearson told them there 
was a catch to the visit — any 
stories about his pick for the 
design would have to be attrib¬ 
uted to a “reliable source,” not 
the prime minister himself. 


Dempson’s book recalls 
how Toronto Star Weekly re¬ 
porter Walter Stewart, a rela¬ 
tive newcomer to the press 
galleiy, balked, uncomfort¬ 
able with the idea of writing a 
positive story about Pearson’s 
flag design without naming 
the source. 

He subsequently identified 
Pearson as the source of the 


story and wrote of the visit 
to 24 Sussex, infuriating the 
prime minister to such an 
extent that instructions were 
issued to staff to deny Stewart 
any information in the future. 

Other members of the press 
who weren’t invited to the flag 
shindig were miffed that the 
prime minister had played fa¬ 
vourites. THE CANADIAN PRESS 


How to handle a flag 


While there are no laws 
dictating how to fly or use 
the Canadian flag, protocols 
have developed over the 
years. Here are some guide¬ 
lines about the Maple Leaf 
from Canadian Heritage: 

1. The flag should “be 
displayed only in a manner 
befitting this important na¬ 
tional symbol; it should not 


be subjected to indignity or 
displayed in a position infer¬ 
ior to any other flag.” 

2. It should not be used 
as a table cloth or seat 
cover, or “as a barrier on a 
dais or platform.” 

3. Nothing should be 
pinned to or sewn onto the 
flag. It should not be signed 
or marked in any way. 


4. The flag should not 
touch the ground. 

5. “When the national 
flag of Canada is raised 
or lowered, or when it is 
carried past in a parade or 
review, all present should 
face the flag, men should 
remove their hats and all 
should remain silent.”

Guns will fall silent, heavy 
weapons will pull back from 
the front, and Ukraine will 
trade a broad autonomy for the 
east for control of the Russian 
border by the end of the year 
under a peace deal hammered 
out Thursday in all-night ne¬ 
gotiations between Russia, 
Ukraine, France and Germany. 

The deal was full of po¬ 
tential pitfalls, however, that 
could derail its implementa¬ 
tion. In announcing the plan, 
Russia and Ukraine disagreed 
over what exactly they had 
agreed to in marathon 16-hour 
talks, including the status of a 
key town under rebel siege. 

Russian President Vladimir 
Putin told reporters that the 
agreement envisages a cease¬ 
fire that will be effective start¬ 
ing from the start of the day 
Sunday (5 p.m. EST Saturday) 
as well as a special status for 
the rebel regions, provisions 
on border controls and hu¬ 
manitarian issues. 


Ukrainian President Petro 
Poroshenlco said there was no 
agreement on any autonomy 
for eastern Ukraine, a long¬ 
time demand of Russia that 
wants it to maintain leverage 
over its neighbour and prevent 
it from joining NATO. 

However, the deal requires 
Ukrainian parliament to give 
wide powers to the eastern re¬ 
gions as a condition for restor¬ 
ing Ukraine’s full control over 
the border — a provision cer¬ 
tain to trigger heated political 
debate in Ukraine. 

The agreement is a com¬ 
promise allowing both Russia 
and Ukraine to claim victory, 
but it’s full of potential pitfalls 
that may derail it. Even the de¬ 
clared ceasefire remained un¬ 
certain, as Putin admitted he 
and Poroshenlco disagreed on 
assessing the situation in a key 
flashpoint, the government- 
held town of Debaltseve. 

“We now have a glimmer of 
hope,” said German Chancel¬ 
lor Angela Merkel, who brok¬ 
ered the talks in the Belarusian 
capital together with French 
President Francois Hollande. 

More than 5,300 people 
have died since April in the 
fighting, which raged on dur¬ 
ing Thursday’s talks.

Alabama County ordered to 
issue gay marriage licenses 


The federal judge who over¬ 
turned Alabama’s gay mar¬ 
riage ban ordered a defiant 
county to begin issuing mar¬ 
riage licenses to same-sex 
couples, signalling to judges 
across the state that they 
should do the same. 

U.S. District Judge Cal- 
lie Granade directed Mobile 
County to begin issuing the 
licenses, saying a judge there 
had no reason to deny them 
after she ruled Alabama’s 
ban on gay marriage was un¬ 
constitutional. Granade’s rul¬ 
ing went into effect Monday 


after the U.S. Supreme Court 
refused the conservative 
southern state’s request to 
stop the marriages. But many 
Alabama counties are still 
refusing to wed gays, after 
the state’s conservative chief 
justice declared that judges 
don’t have to hand out same- 
sex marriage licenses. 

At least 22 of Alabama’s 67 
counties are issuing marriage 
licenses to gay couples. With 
the Alabama ruling, gay mar¬ 
riage remains banned in only 
13 of the 50 U.S. states.

Korean Air heiress gets a 
year in jail over ‘nut rage* 


An onboard tantrum dubbed 
“nut rage” culminated Thurs¬ 
day in a one-year prison sen¬ 
tence for Korean Air heiress 
Cho Hyun-ah, a humiliating re¬ 
buke that only partially quelled 
public outrage at the excesses 
of South Korea’s business elite. 

Cho, the daughter of Ko¬ 
rean Air’s chairman, achieved 
worldwide notoriety after she 
ordered the chief flight attend¬ 
ant off a Dec. 5 flight, forcing it 
to return to the gate at John F. 
Kennedy Airport in New York. 

Head of cabin service at 
the time of the incident, Cho 
was angered she had been of¬ 
fered macadamia nuts in a bag 
instead of on a dish. A heated 
and physical confrontation 
with members of the crew in 



first class ensued. 

A Seoul court said Cho, 40, 
was guilty of forcing a flight to 
change its route, obstructing 
the flight’s captain in the per¬ 
formance of his duties, forcing 
a crew member off a plane and 


assaulting a crew member. It 
found her not guilty of inter¬ 
fering with a transport min- 
istiy investigation into the in¬ 
cident. Cho pleaded not guilty 
and prosecutors had called for 
three years in prison. 

Cho, in custody since Dec. 
30, wiped away tears with a tis¬ 
sue as a letter expressing her 
remorse was read to the court 
by head judge Oh Seong-woo. 

The chief judge said the 
court took the totality of Cho’s 
actions into account, but also 
recognized she showed re¬ 
morse for what she did. 

Even if the ruling is ap¬ 
pealed, Cho faces a year in 
prison as upper court decisions 
can take more than a year to 
resolve, the associated press

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Jackman getting back to 
his Aussie roots in new role 



Interview. Actor says 
using his native accent 
while filming Chappie 
was ‘great but weird’ 


It’s not that often that Hugh 
Jackman gets a role speaking 
in his native Australian, so 
while working on the upcom¬ 
ing sci-fi thriller Chappie he 
had to get reacquainted with 
the dialect. 

The 46-year-old Tony 
Award winner said in an 
interview earlier this week 
that using his own accent 
“was great but weird.” 

“I had to practice it be¬ 
cause it was way stronger 
than my natural accent,” 
Jackman said. 

Jackman also admits 
brushing up on some of the 
Australian slang that writer- 
director Neill Blomkamp 
wrote for the part. 

“He used a lot of phrases, 
and I had to end up Googling 
the slang,” Jackman said. 
“Neill was coming up with 
some really cool sayings ... I 
was trying to think of more, 
so I ended up Googling some 
of them.” 

Chappie, which opens in 


theatres on March 6, tells 
the stoiy of a fallen police 
robot that is reprogrammed 
to think and feel for itself. 
Jackman said he had fun play¬ 
ing the film’s antagonist, an 
engineer strongly opposed to 
artificial intelligence. 

“We got to create this 
character that did stretch it a 
bit. We had a lot of fun with 
him from the look, his man¬ 
nerism, the way he talked. 
At the same time, it was veiy 
much based in a reality that 
was needed for the movie 
in terms of the voice of cau¬ 
tion,” Jackman said. 

Blomkamp is known for 
his sci-fi thrillers District 9 
and Elysium. 


The last time Jackman ap¬ 
peared in a film using his na¬ 
tive accent was The Austral¬ 
ian in 2008, opposite Nicole 
Kidman. 

He did lend his voice to 
the 2012 animated film Rise 
of the Guardians. 

Jackman, who just finished 
a Broadway run in the Jez 
Butterworth play The River, 
says he will hit the stage again 
next month. “My one-man 
show I did here on Broadway 
a few years back, I’m going to 
do in Turkey. I’m veiy excited 
about that,” he said. 

He added: “It should be 
fun. We’ll see how the Turks 
like it.”

Dream roles. As an

Like eveiyone starting out in 
musical theatre, Jeremy Jor¬ 
dan had a song from The Last 
Five Years ready to go in his 
back pocket. 

Jordan, the Tony Award- 
nominated star of Newsies: 
The Musical and TV’s Smash, 
had fallen in love with the 
Jason Robert Brown musical 
when it premiered in 2002 
and added one of its tunes to 
his audition list. 

“It was like the bar. It was 
the apex. It was like the thing 
you strived for,” he recalled. 
“If you could do justice to a 
song from The Last Five Years, 
then you were in good shape 
as a musical theatre actor.” 

Now Jordan has upped his 
game. He’s gone from having 
one of its songs down pat to 
starring in the first-ever mov¬ 


in love with The Last Five Years 


ie adaptation of Brown’s cult- 
ishly adored song cycle about 
a young couple’s falling in and 
out of love. 

“It was fun because I knew 
it so well and I felt like I really 
connected to it when I first 
heard it and I still connected 
to it,” Jordan said. “I got to 
share that love and connec¬ 
tion with eveiybody else.” 

Jordan co-stars along¬ 
side Anna Kendrick in the 
95-minute film, which has 
been adapted and directed 
by Richard LaGravenese and 
hits theatres and video on de¬ 
mand Friday after making its 
premiere at the Toronto Inter¬ 
national Film Festival. 

It’s the five-year love affair 

— told almost entirely in song 

— of aspiring actress Cathy 
and budding novelist Jamie, 
one on the rise and the other 
finding the going frustrating 
in mid-1990s New York. 

Brown structured the story 
with a twist: Jamie starts at 
the beginning of the rela¬ 
tionship and alternates songs 
with Cathy as he moves to the 
crushing end, while Cathy be¬ 
gins at the end and moves in 
reverse chronological order to 
the couple’s sunny origin.

While Brown had been ap¬ 
proached about turning the 
musical into a film for years, 
no proposal really excited 
him until he spoke with La¬ 
Gravenese, the writer and dir¬ 
ector of Beautiful Creatures 
and P.S. I Love You. 

“I always thought it might 
make a nice movie, but I 
never really had a sense of 
what that movie was suppos¬ 
ed to look like or anything 
like that,” said Brown, who 
has a cameo as an audition 
pianist. “I’m veiy proud of it.” 

LaGravenese added some 
quirky, surreal touches 
and dance numbers to the 
heartbreaking naturalism of 
Brown’s songs, and he made it 
modern with the use of Skype 
and cellphones. LaGravenese 
also pulled the theatrical 
piece into the world of film 


by having the young lovers in 
the same scene, even if only 
one was singing. 

It was filmed over 2 1/2 
weeks in New York during 
the sweltering summer of 
2013 and maintained its in¬ 
timacy by having 90 per cent 
of it sung live. Prerecording 
the songs and then lip-synch¬ 
ing them for cameras weeks 
later wasn’t an option. 

“You write songs about 
moments that are special, 
that are particular, that are 
meaningful and that are im¬ 
pactful. Eveiy moment in 
the film is one of those mo¬ 
ments,” said Jordan, who, 
during the song Moving Too 
Fast, actually bikes through 
the city while singing. (The 
soundtrack is available for 
download.) 

Things got a little more 


real than the crew bargained 
for during a lunch break 
on the last week of filming 
when a thief opened the 
unlocked costume 
truck and made off 
with most of Jordan’s 
clothes, including 

four pairs of expen¬ 
sive jeans cut specif¬ 
ically for Jordan. 

“I was like, 

‘What are you going 
to do with a bunch 
of dude’s clothes 
that are sized spe¬ 
cifically to Jeremy 
Jordan’s butt?”’ 
he said, laughing. 

“I guess you have 
to find some veiy 
specific clients for 
that.” 

The finished film is 
something that Brown 
admits is still startling, 
even though the music¬ 
al is done hundreds of 
times across the globe 
eveiy year. His small, semi- 
autobiographical story is now 
on a huge screen, being sung 
by stars with enormous faces.

Ever since Anna Kendrick 
crooned the catchy single Cups

Germ warfare. Subtle daily tasks can make 
you more vulnerable to cold and flu viruses

Good hand-washing is vital 
to avoiding colds and flu, but 
you might be surprised that 
some little bad habits might 
be exposing you to nasty 
germs. 

Here are a few culprits 
that could be undermining 
your health. 

Pressing elevator buttons 

That elevator button at your 
place of work or your apart¬ 
ment building harbours 
harmful bacteria. Accord¬ 
ing to a 2014 study in Open 
Medicine journal, 61 per cent 
of elevator buttons in three 
Toronto hospitals were col¬ 


onized with bacteria. Toilets 
in the hospitals were also 
swabbed. You can probably 
guess where this is going: 
The toilet surfaces had sig¬ 
nificantly less bacteria than 
elevator buttons at 43 per 
cent. If you must touch the 
button with bare fingers, 
wash your hands after the 
elevator trip, or use your 
elbow, or even a pen cap to 
touch the buttons. 

Being within six feet 
of someone with a cold 

Although it may feel a bit 
rude, it’s almost a natural 
instinct to edge away from 
someone sneezing or cough¬ 
ing rampantly. That instinct 
is correct and, actually, the 
distance you need is not 



only arm’s length, it’s fur¬ 
ther. Six feet, or two metres, 
is the proper distance to 
keep away from individuals 
infected with the flu and 
colds, according to public 
health officials. 


Touching your face 

Wiping crumbs off your lips, 
scratching your cheek or 
even resting a chin in your 
hand are all ways you are 
physically depositing germs 
near your mouth and nose. 


Chances are you touch your 
face many times in a day 
without even thinking twice 
about it. Public health ex¬ 
perts say you should always 
wash your hands before 
touching your face. That’s 


not always practical, so if 
you can’t get to a sink, use an 
alcohol-based hand sanitizer. 
Be sure to rub the sanitizer 
over the tips of your fingers, 
not just around the palms of 
your hands.
